Not Always Best

XPRRIENCED bridge players 
know that a trump sult in 
whieh cavh partner holds four 
cards will often be more advan 
fogeous than a trump sult -in 
whieh one partner holds more 
earda than the other, | It's im- 
portant to remember, however, 
thut there ure exceptions to the 
rule, - 

In today’s hand, for example, 
South. dsnew al! about his part- 
ners foureeavd support for 
hearls but chose ta bid five 
clubs anyway. As we shall te, 
Nurth should have uccepted the 
bh of five clubs instead of yo- 
ing back to hearts, 

When the hand was actually 
played al five hearts, West took 
the king of spades and then ted 
his singleton club, South had to 
try a trump finesse in the hope 

of limiling the heart loss to one 
trick, but East managed to give 
his partner a club ruff. “South 
thus lost a spade, a high trump, 
and oo ruff, or one trick more 
than he could afford. 

Now let's examine the theory 
of the’ 4-4 trump sult in more 
detail, You chose a 4-4 trump

£14,000 BENEFIT 


The record benefit ever re- 
celved was’ awarded to Cyril 
Woshbrook, former England 
player who captains Lancashire.
